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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues, the references do not teach "the active part being adapted to errantly deny decryption." 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. A majority of applicant's arguments are pointed at how Lindholm does not teach the active part denying 
decryption permanently. However, examiner has relied upon Yamada to teach this claim language. Yamada teaches permanent denial of 
copy rights at column 8, lines 58-65. It appears applicant is arguing that because Yamada does not teach the remaining elements of claim 
1, that the rejection is not substantiated. This is an inappropriate reading of the 103 standard. Lindholm clearly teaches denying decryption 
access without an issued ticket, see paragraph [0033], lines 1-17 and paragraph [0040], lines 1-10. The only remaining claim element 
necessary is to show this denial is permanent. Yamada is then used to teach this permanent denial. It is not appropriate to require that 
every claim element is taught by each reference. References maybe combined where one of ordinary skill in the art would find them 
obvious to combine. As this is the case here, the rejection is substantiated. 
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
